SHIPBUILDING UN CANADA.

The Toronto Globe publishes sorne interesting 
statements recently made by the Hon. Ww. sy, 
Fielding, Minister of Finance of Canadu, to 
one of its representatives on the subject of 
shipbuilding in Canada. In reply toa question 
as to whether he regarded the establishment 
of the ‘steel shipbuilding industry as of yital 
importance to the development of Canadian 
commerce, Mr. Fielding said :-— 7 

“J think the possession of a considerably fleet 
of steal ships is of the utmost importanco to 
Canadian trade. If we can build them our- 
selves, Bo much the better. The carrying trade 
of the world remains to bo done, as before, and 
wo know wo cannot domuch with wooden ships. 
'Phore has been during the last two or threo 
years a rovival.of wooden shipbuilding along 
our coast, bat the vessels in nearly all cases 
have beon of small size, For fishing vassels, 
and occasionally special sorvice in tho carrying 
trade, where larger tonuuge is néeded, wo shall 
at@Lfind employment for our wooden shiphuild- 
ing industry, but if we are ever to ongage in

nteol vessels todo it, It would bo better that 
we should buy them abroad than to be without 
them, but it would be still better to build them

A correspondent sends the Madris Mail the 
following interesting account of 1 Dog and 
Cobra fight:—On the 20th instant, ax I was in 
camp at about four in the evening, I was going 
along the road with my dogs.

The Board of Trade issues, 
.return, a “Translation of 
German : 
far as possible, of the rates of Castoms duty con- 
tained In the proposed tariff with tho rates at 
resent in force on imports into Germany from 
the United Kingdom.” A prefatory note states 
that, “with a view of bringing to the notice. of 
and merchants at tho 
earliest practicable date the general effect of the 
roposed new Garman Customs taridfonthe more 
important branches uf British trade: with Gor- 
many, it hasbeen thought desirable to divide this 
return into two parts. of which the first, now 
pub.ished, inciades the. greater part of the 
article of special interest to ‘British commerce, 
while the second (to be published at an early 
data) will comprise the whole of the remaining 
items of tho tariff. It may be mentioned that 
of the direct exports from the United Kingdom 
to Germany in 1900, valued at abont £28,000,000, 
the articles covered “ by. part I. of the 
present retarn would -account. for no less than. 
£25,000,000." The translation shows that- the’ 
proposed modifications of the existing tariff 
will materially increase. the difficulties of those 
who carry on an oxport trates to Germany. 
Increases in rates of- duty are monotononaly 
goneral, and somo of them amount to 300 par 
cent.; and decreascs are almost. exceptional. 
Merchants who .scll wares to Germany will 
doubtess make it their business to obtain a copy 
of the return and study it for themselves, but 
wo select a few of tho alterations which appear 
most striking. 
Among fresh fish; it is initereating to uote 
that carp have been specially selected to receive 
a duty of 7s. 74d. per owt., others romaining 
altogether exempt. Minoral fuols remain free. 
Carbonate’ of ammonia, formerly free, is now 
proposed torbe rated at 2a, 64d. por cwt. ; potash 
rises from O4d. to 1s. 04d, while raw and erys- 
tallied soda are reduced from 9}d..to 54d. In- 
candescant mantles, which at present ure on] 
taxed us motal wares when in combination wit! 
common- metals, are now to bo rated at £3. 1s. 
per ewt,- Oboe of the exceptional reductions is 
shown by yarn of raw silk, on which the rate is 
lowered From £20. 63. 6d. por cwt. to £7, 12s. 5d. 
On tho other hand, the rate on gauze rises from 
10s. 10d, por ewt, to £7. 12s. 5d., and the duty 
on bookbinders’ cloth is doubled. “Human hair is 
not to suffer ony change, but fans, wholly or 
partly of ostrich feathers, rise from £5. 14. Si. 
per cwt. to £15. 48, Id The rate on leather 
gloves is tobe doubled if the. prosposed tariff 
becomes law, and indinrnbber wares of all kinds 
are to bear considerably hoavior burdens ; india- 
rubber threads “drawn or cut, not combined 
with textile materials or only with vegetable or 
animal textile materials loose, wound round or 
plaited thereon.” rise from Js.

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WAR NOTES BY COLONEL DE 
VILLEBOIS-MAREUIL. 


~— 


In spite of the somewhat fatuous introduction, 
which prefaces the translation just issued of tha 
diary kept by the French “ Shitior of Fortune” 
Lwhenin South Africa, ono is inclined to think 
after ita perusal that Colonel do -Villebois- 
Marouil owed his noloriety rather to his nation- 
ality, and the manner of his death and burial, 
than to any patent mililury genius displayed 
by him during the campaign. Those who have 
heen privileged to read the orders which he 
-isgued-to-his emall commando the day before his, 
death will alresdy have formed this opiuion. 
These netes are only a rongh diary, kept under 
the stress of campaign, and as such should not 
po taken too soriously, especially as the sad fate 
which overtook tho author left hia no oppor- 
tunity to moderate or rovise conclusions which,- 
to say the least, must havo been arrived at 
withont due deliberation, Tho letters are 
typicully French, and the reader will find in 
them, almost on every page, some insight into 
tho character of the author—s vain, diseppoint- 
ed; cynical old man; yet, when he can get awa 
from his rooted dislike for the British, lis: 
contempt. for the apathy of the Boer, and hia 
pique at: the spint in which they received 
his advice, a courteous gentlemen, with alla 
Frenchman's loye and apprecistion of the 
picturesque and beautiful, Although his notes 
convey little information of either’ strategical 
or tactical value, yot they.will furnish pleasant 
reading to‘all ‘who have taker an interest in the 
campaign, he pictures which he draws of 
the original Boor commanders are perhaps the 
most yaluable of the notes. His admiration 
for Cronje and Louis Botha is a8 forcibly 
expressed as his contempt for General Joubert, 
Schalk Burger, whose maintonance at Lady- 
smith the Colonel calls an anomaly, and the 
generals commanding outside Kimberley, who: 
refnsed to carry out the rather desperate plans 
with which he furnished them. It is apparent 
from the entries in the diary that Culonel do 
Villeboia-Mareuil went from laager to laager, 
and during the few moxths that he was at the 
front he covered a vast deal.of country, furnish- 
ing the Boer leaders with advice and schemes 
for defence and assault. Apparextly he was 
listened ‘to with every courtesy, but there is a 
note of complaint. throughout his diary that 
the deference shown to him went no farther 
than courtouy. Tlis vanity was touched, but it 
carried him through, in the. bolief that, 
although no open avowal of the fact was made, 
many of the Boer successes wore, nevertheless, 
based upon his ‘advics, But, although he’ is 
aver ready to. scknowledge the civility and. 
kindness of the Boors, yet he finds i impossible 
"to keep. his contempt for their military 
prowess below the surface. It appeara con- 
‘gtautly in passages like the following :— ” 

“The impossibility of not taking advantage 
of Buller's inaction worries and distresses*me. 
But the Boers are not men you con influence ; 
you must accept them as they sre—good 
qualities ani obstinacy combined.” Then when 
they Have piqued him more than usually ho 
murmars in cynic vein :—" Their preeamption 
gives way now only before God.” His contempt 
for the Boers’ adversarios is even greater and is 
revealed in a score of biting sentences -— 

“Trae, face ta face with adversaries of the 
strength of the English, defence alone will 
suffice.” Agaiu; “If the Boers hud er 
advorsarics than the British, the enemy might 
strongly ‘take advantage of these delays. i 
the following passage there is expressed on 
one leaf of tho diary, the, full measure of the 
author's bias against us:—~ 

“ People will never understand this war, its 
duration and the extraordinary. successes of this. 
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of three days. 
s nation by de the military calling to 
tlid-lowest degrea! ‘But since empire in this 
world: is kept Jy force, let those’ oho abdicate 
the,one coasa to pretend to the other—let them 
take « mbordinate position !” 

But the Colons! is not even consistent, and 
bases many of his. moat, sarcastic conclusions 
upon inaccurats information. hen one 
realises the childish lige with which the Colonel 
avcepta the command of three-score men, and 
remembers the tragic termination to his ‘brief 
command, one feals “that there is somethin, 
very pathetic in this di of a garroious and 
courtly. old gentleman, whose vanity led him 
-into tho belief that he was a great soldier. 


THE NATURALISATION LAWS. 

The report of the intar-depsrtmental com- 
mittee appointed in February, 1299, by the then 
Home Secretary, Sir M, W. Ridley, to consider 
the doubts and difficulties which have arisen in 
connection with the iiterpretation and admini- 
stration of the Naturalisation Acts, and to 
advise what amendment of tho law, if any, is 
desirnble, was published on tho 26th ult. as 8 
Blue-book. | Tle committee. consisted of Sir 
Kenelm Digby, Pormanent Under-Secretary of 
State for tho, Home Department, chuirman; 
Mr. Francis ‘Hyde Villiers, C.B., Assistant 
Under-Secretary of State, Foreign Office; Sir 
Dennis Fitzpatrick, a momber of the Council 
of the Secretary of State for India; Mr. W. E. 
Davidson, C.B,, K.C., Legal Adviser to the 
Foreign Office; and Mr. Hugh Bortram Cox, 
Dogal Assistant, Under-Secretary of State, 
Colonial Office; with Mr. William Wheeler, 
of the Home Office, as secretary. ° ‘ 

At the outset tho committee point out that 
they have been at a certain ‘disadvantage in 
considering the doubts as to the interpretation 
| of the prevent law, insemuch as ‘the subject of 
nationality is rarely brought before the, Courts, 
and congequently, thera is but little assistance 
to be obtained from judicial decisions. They 
had before them, however, the records of the 
various matters relating to the eubject which, 
during the'last. 30 years and more, have been 
considered by the various public departments 
concerned, the various laws in foree in the 
different parts of his-Majesty’s dominions, the 
report of the Select Committes whieh con- 
siderad the subject in 1843, and the report of 
the Royal Commission which dealt with it in 
1869. They also received valuablo assistance 
and counsel from Sir T. Godfrey Catey (Bailiff 
of Guernsey), Mr. W. H. Venables Vernon 
(Baillf of Jersey), and” Mr. George A. Ring 
(Attorney-General of the Isle of Man) on 
questions specially affecting their respective 
provinces ox well as from Professor Westlake, 
and Professor A. V, Dicuy. : ‘ 

After sgtting out the rights ond privileges 
which constitute the sfatus of a British subject, 
the committee dwoll on the expediency of ayoid- 
ing, as far as poxsible, the occurrence of cases 
of. double nationality, and proceed to describe 
the present state of the Inw dealing with the 
aequisition of + ritish nationality. Acgqnisit ion 
by birth rests on the common law,. acquisition 
by parentage on statute law.. The statates 
roforred to on this latter point are 25 Edw, 
TIL, stat. 2; 7 Anne, c. 5, sec. 3; 4 Geo. IL, c. 
21, ge0.. 4; and 13 Geo. JIT, o 21, and their 
effect is that a person whoso father or paternal 
grandfather was born within his Majesty's 

minions is deomod a natural-born British 
subject, although he. himself was bori abroad. 
The report proceeds :— 

“We suggest, though the question does not 

fall strictly within the terms of the reference 
rie us, Shek these peeeetoee helt te ee 
and the law consolidated. We think the oppor- 
tunity might be taken to ‘act on the recommon- 
dation of the Royal Commission of 1869, and 
that’ it would' be desirable tc limit the trans: 
mission of British nationslity to the frst 
generation, by enacting that no person born 
out of the Crown should .be a British subject 
unless: his father ho@ been born within the 
Dominions of the Crown and was also at tho 
time of the birth of that person o British snb- 
ject.. A recommendation us to the children of 
a naturalised ‘British snbject born out of tho 
Dominions will be found later in this report. 
Some question has arisen whether the law as 
laid down in the above statutes applies throagh- 
out his Majesty's dominions, e think that 
doubt should be removed, and the law, with the 
suggested modification, made of universal ap- 
plication.” ' 

In applying the principle that every person 
born within British dominions is investe with 
British nationality, the committee remark that 
a question ef some difflculty arises, namely— 

hat is the exact meaning und extent of the 
expresion ‘British dominions”? They ask :— 
., Is it applicable’ only to. the those coantries 
which form part of British territory, or doos it. 
include also scme or all of the countries wherein 
his Majesty” exercigcs jurisdiction or authority 
ofa moro or ess extansive character, such as 
Protectorates or Spheres of Influence? It 
seems to us that the principle can spply only to 
those countries which have becéme portions of 
British territory by conquest, cession, or 00- 
eupation, and that it does not apply to countries 
which do not form any portion of British ter- 
ritory, however large and extensive may be the 
powers of udministration and jurisdiction pos- 
seesedl' by the Crown therein, ‘by treaty, 
capitulation, grant, usage, sufferance, or other 
lawful moans.’ . (Foreign Jurisdiction Aut, 
1990, 53 and 54 Vict., ¢.. 378.1)” : 

Dealing next with the notionality of parsons 
born in British ships, the committee ray :— - 

- “There s-ems to be‘no doubt that a person isa 

natural-born British subject who is (a) born on 
‘beard a British ship of war, wherever auch ship 
may be; (6) born on board a British merchant 
veasel on the high seas. Tho principal questions 
which have been raised are (1) whother a person 
born on board a'British merchant vessel in a 
port of « foreign State, or in othor foreign 
waters, is ‘a British subject; (2) whether o 
person born on board a foreign ship io British 
territorial waters, or within the bedy of & 
county, is a British subject, We think it 
‘important that the law in this respect should 
be declared, and we con:ider that the simplest 
rule would be that a person born-on o British 
ship io foreign waters should be a British 
subject, but that » person born on beard a 
foreign ship should not be deemed to be 
British subject merely Lecauss the ship was 
ot the time of his birth in British waters.” 

Having discussed at, length “the. various 
methods of naturalisation, the reasong which 
operate to induce: aliens to apply for admission 
to British nationality, and the effect of a certifl- 

cate of anturalisation outside the limits of the 

United Kingdom under Section 7 of the Act of 
1870; the report proceeds :— . 

“In our opinion, all differences between tho 
statue of a naturailborn British subject and of 
a naturaliaed British subject should as far as 
pozsible be sbolished: Tt is expecially desirable 
thet a naturalised alien should, like a natural-

tion Act of 1870 is in some particulars 

to criticism on this ground. Ié follows 
the extent and character of the protection, if: 
hany, fo be afforded. a person im suy country 
which, notwithstanding his acquisition of Bri- 
tish nationality, still under its laws has a right 
to his allegiance, shoald not, and indeed cannot, 
be reguisted by municipal law, but must bo 
regulated by international comity. It is.most 
| desirable that cases of doublé nationality shoulp 
be reduced within the marrowest limits by the 
adoption of the principle that nuturalisation in 
ene country ‘carried with it the loss of ‘prior 
nationality “but in o far as thja principle ia not 
adopted, it will be necessary to continuo to uct 
upon the rule which is at present recognised, 


| that when a pergon has a double allegiance he 


is under a paramount obligation to the one 
of.the two countries in which he for the time 
boing is.” \ ; ; 
‘As to the conditions of naturalisation, certain 
modificationa are suggested: The conditions 
now obtaining aro stated to be (a) a certain. 
period of residence in ihe United Kingdom or 
of service under the Crown prior to naturalisa- 
tion; (8) a declaration of intention to reside in 
the United Kingdom or to serve undor the 
Crown; and (c) the granting of the’ certificate 
is in the absolute discretion of tho Secretary of 
State, I¢ is suggested in this connootion that 
it might be enacted that, where conditions eub- 
stantially identical to tho-e which qualify for 


naturalisation in the United Kingdom are ful-|._ 


filed by alions in a British Possossion, it shonld 
be lawful for the King by Order in Council to 
empower the Govornor of thot, Posscssion, in 
his discretion, to grant certificates of naturalisa- 
tion; and in the case of a. Possession in regard: 
to which no Order in Council is made the Go- 
yernor should hava power to recommend any 
alien fora certificate. It is furthor recommended 
with regard ‘to the conditions of ucquisition 
and loss of British nationality, that in the con- 
dition, that the alien applying for naturalisation 
must intend to reside in the United Kingdom: 
or to serve under the Crown, the words “the 
King’s dominions” should be substituted for 
“United -Kingdom,” snd that 4 certificate 
should be made revocable on. proof that it hay 
been obtainod by false and fraudulent repre- 
sentations. : d 

‘As to loss of nationality, the committes ro 
mark that, by Section 4 of the Act of 1870, a 
person who is a British subject by reason of his 
having beén born within the King’s dominions, 
but. Who became at birth, by parentage or other- 
wise, a subject. of a foroign State, may muko-a 
declnrution of aliensge and so ceaso to bo a} 
British subject. There is a similar provision 
with regard toa person born ontside the King's 
dominions to a father who is a British subject. 
Tho object of this section being to prevent 
cvmplications arising from double nationality, 
the committee, while not suggesting any allera- 
tion in the Jaw, think that its provisions should 
bo simplified ‘and redrofted. Nationality may 
also be Jost when 9 British subject,, whether 
naturatised or autaral-born, becomes “ yolun- 
tarily naturalised” in a foreign country.” That 
is on oxprossion which the committée consider 
not entirely free from obscurity, and in reyard 
to it they say :-— 

© We think that the law should be mado‘ moro 
definite and that British nationulity should not 
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be lost unless tha person who is naturalized in 
the foreign country has expressly upplied for. 
naturalisation or done some act:from which 


acceptance. of the foreign nationality may 
reasonably be inferred.” 

Tarning to the.effect o£ naturalisation upon 
the atatus of dependent persons, tho committee 
call attention to the general principle adopted in 
the Act of 1870 that tho nationality of © mar- 
ried woman should be that, of her husband. 
‘They do not propose any substantial alteration: 
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of the law in this respect, but they suggest— 
“That it should be so expressed as to purport 
to deal only with tho question whothar. or not 
the woman becomes or ceases.to be a British 
subject according to'the law of this country, 
and not to attempt to define hor status as 
regavis the law, of other countries, All that 


out law is concerned with is whother tho woman |. 


is an olien or 8 British subject, and when ond 
by. what means she ceases to bo, or becomes, the 
one or the other.” 

Tho effect of noturvalisation of a parent upon 
thé etatus of children born (1) before, (2) ufter 
naturalisation, is next considered, and upon 
this.the committes say :~— : 

“Tt will be seen that the test at present of the 
acquisition of British nationality by an infant 
ig (1) the naturalisution of the parent; (2) rosi- 
dence with the parent in the United Kingdom. 
Loss of British nationality depends (1) on loss 
by parent; (2) on residence in the country 
whore the parent is naturalised ; (3), on tho law 
of that country recognising the child as also 
natnralised therein. It appears to us that the 
law 08 it stands is needlessly complicated, and 
that it leaves undefined the amount and charac 
ter ef residonce nocessary in vach casa to affect 
the natiouality, “We think it would be dosfrable 
to sdopt a cloaror snd moro easily applied test 


of the nationality of minor children.” 

The committeo finally append the following 
summary of their recommendations :— 

“1. We recommend that the existing Statuta 
Law -relating to the acquisition aud los, of, 
British Nationality should be consolidated, and 
that the Statutes 25 Edw. IIT, Sta. 2; 7 Anue, 
o. 5,8. 3; 12and13. Will. ILf, c. 2 (part); + 
Geo. II, v. 2I,.8 1; 13 Geo. IIT, o. 21; 33 
Vict., o. 14; 33 end 34 Viet. c.- 102; 35 and 36 
Vict. o, 39; 58 and 59 Vict, o, 43; should be 
repealed, : 7 ‘ 

“9. We recommend that the existing law as to 
acquisition of British nationality by parentage 
should b¢ reenacted in o simpler form, with 
this exception, that where the fatlier was born 
out of His Mujesty’s Dominions a child also 
born out of such Dominions should not be o 
British subject. We also recommend that the 
law ag to birth on board a British ship should 
be declared as statad. 

“3. We recommend that provision should be 
made by“‘legislation enabling a Secretary of 
Stute, or the Governor of a British possostion, 
to confer the status of a, British subject upon’ 
persons who fulfil the requisite conditions in 
any part of the British’ Dominions, and thot 
tha statua so conferred should be xocognised by 
British Jaw everywhere, both within and 
without. His Majesty’s Dominions, This 
provision should be without. prejudice to the 
power of the Legicature of any British Posses- 
sion to provide for. the conferring upon any 
persons under such conditions us it might seo 
fit the whole or. any of the rights of British 
subjects within its own territory. 

“4. We recommend that the couditions neces. 
sary for ‘the acquisitién and loss of the statics
